hope that when they have the vote 
they will realize through this sym- 
patetic understanding the danger to 
wage-earning women, and they will 
then strive for a less fatigirng and 
shorter day and a minimum wage 
which will put in tho hands of the 
working woman a very effective wca­ 
jon of defense.

These 
years are his formative years, and 
vet at, this time we are so often try­ 
ing reformative and punitive meas­ 
ures. 
This court might be called the 
boys’ court, and have connected with 
It. a public defender as well as a pub­ 
lic prosecutor, the former to investi­ 
gate and defend all cases of first of­ 
fenders. 
The establishment of such 
a court would, I believe, keep many 
a boy from a criminal career.”
